The men fo rmed in a lax ly , walked do wn to wn to the Laibo r 
hall in the Iro n Ex change building where the first strike meeting 
was immediately held. 
A publicity co mmitee will bo elected to day In* the men no w 
o ut which will furnish the press with the strike facts as si*en by 
the men. 
Up to lit: 15 a. m. the Minn« > >ta & internatio nal rad way head- 
qtmrters in Brainerd had no kno wledge, it was stated at the o ffices, 
as to any men go ing o ut o n their line. 
Fifty men are emplo y ed at the Bemidji s h o p s and eight o r 
ten at Internatio nal Falls. 
So ldiers were in Brainerd to day sho rtly after the sho pmen 
went o ut, hut they had no co nnectio n whatev er with hte strike. 
They were men o f Co . K o f the Six th Infantry , Minneso ta Natio nal 
Guard, o f Bemidji, o n their way to Fo rt Sm iling where they will 
encamp 15 day s. 
They were und« *r the co mmand o f Captain F. 
H. Hay ner. 
The men had lunch in Brainerd and then tx >arded 
the 12:5 0 train fo r St. Paul. The arrangements fo r their « » ncamp- 
ment were made sev eral mo nths ago .

Promptly at the stroke of IO o’clock Saturday morning North­ 
ern Pacific railway shopmen numbering approximately 1,250, laid 
down their tools and quit work. This walk-out takes out all shop­ 
men except laborers, clerical force, store room and round house. 
The men formed in a body, walked down town to the Labor 
hall in the Iron Exchange building where the first strike meeting 
was immediately held. 
A publicity commitee will be elected today by the men now 
out which will furnish the press with the strike facts as seen by 
the men. 
Up to 10:45 a. in. the Minnesota & International railway head­ 
quarters in Brainerd had no knowledge, it was stated at the offices, 
as to any men going out on their line. 
Fifty men are employed at the Bemidji shops and eight or 
ten at International Falls. 
Soldiers were in Brainerd today shortly after the shopmen 
went out, but they had no connection whatever with lite strike. 
They were men of To. K of the Sixth Infantry, Minnesota National 
Guard, of Bemidji, on their way to Fort Snelling where they will 
encamp 15 days. 
They were under the command of Captain F. 
IL Hayner. 
The men had lunch in Brainerd and then boarded 
the 12:50 train for St. Paul. The arrangements for their encamp­ 
ment were made several months ago. 
On the Minnesota & International railroad fifty-nine men 
marched out at IO a. rn. which is one hundred per cent of the 
mechanical crafts.

These figu res art*, indeed, qu ite important, indicating 
as they do, if the retu rns reflect the facts, that tin* rich arc no 
longer growing richer and the poor poorer, as was formerly fre­ 
qu ently asserted.
